However, the argued "low-pressure store" is not unobvious nor is it evidence of criticality in the art. It is known in the art as depicted in 
Fig. 1 which is indicated as a traditional process plant. Note page 3, lines 6-9 of the substitute specification (now entered and made of 
record). The specification further indicates that "Fig. 2. . . present invention, the process is the same as in the example shown in Fig. 1". 
Nonetheless, WO '541 disclosure at page 6, lines 10-12, e.g., of the "reservoir would at least be suggestive of the above argued "low 
pressure store" or storage facility. 
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
